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Public  Health  Report,  1911. 


G-entlembn, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  Borough  of  Bridlington  for  the  year  1911. 

The  soil  and  sub-soil  of  the  Borough  vary  to  a great  extent  in 
different  parts.  In  the  Northern  portion  we  find  clayey  soil  with  chalk 
below  it  at  varying  depths.  In  the  Southern  area  the  land  is  more  porous, 
and  below  it  sand  and  gravel  are  found,  whilst  deeper  down  one  comes 
into  clay  and  chalk.  From  the  Wolds  on  the  North  and  North-West 
the  ground  slopes  down  to  the  sea. 

The  Census  was  taken  in  April.  The  returns  are  not  as  high  as 
they  should  be,  as  a great  many  residents  close  their  houses  and  go  else- 
where for  the  winter  months.  According  to  the  Census  418  houses  are 
uninhabited,  whereas  Mr.  Oke,  the  District  Rate  Collector,  reports  68 
houses  as  being  empty.  This  difference  of  350  would  account  for  over 
1,000  inhabitants  who  are  away  during  the  aforesaid  period.  This  low 
return  naturally  makes  our  death-rate  appear  more  unfavourable,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  it  increases  the  percentage  of  our  birth-rate.  According 
to  the  Census  the  population  of  the  Borough  is  calculated  to  be  14,334. 
With  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Hilderthorpe  Ward  its  population  is  very 
nearly  as  great  as  in  the  other  Wards  and  should  surpass  these  in  a few 
years  at  the  present  rate  of  expansion.  The  South  side  ratepayers 
contribute  very  largely  to  the  rates  of  the  Borough,  and  I am  glad  to 
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see  they  have  received  concessions  in  the  way  of  better  lighting  of  the 
sea-front  and  streets.  A great  improvement  would  be  achieved  by  the 
taking  over  of  the  Marine  Drive,  which  is  now^  in  a most  deplorable  and 
filthy  condition.  It  is  used  not  only  by  the  residents  of  that  district 
but  is  a favourite  walk  and  drive  of  the  many  visitors  who  comes  to 
this  fashionable  seaside  and  health  resort,  and  therefore  should  receive 
attention  before  very  long.  The  back-road  on  the  North  side  of  Horsforth 
Avenue  is  in  a disgraceful  condition  and  anything  but  sanitary.  I drew 
your  attention  to  the  former  last  year.  I should  like  to  see  more  trees 
planted  in  our  streets.  I have  been  in  many  health  resorts  at  home  and 
abroad  and  in  none  of  them  have  I seen  this  scarcity  of  trees  which  is 
so  conspicuous  in  this  Borough. 

The  Water  SuppBy. — The  Water  supply,  which  is 
constant,  has  been  abundant  during  the  year,  and  the  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  shows  it  to  be  “ a water  of  excellent  quality 
for  drinking  and  domestic  use.” 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— The  New  Sewer  which 
has  been  laid  in  South  Cliff,  Pembroke  Terrace  and  Horsforth  Avenue, 
should,  when  completed,  remove  all  disadvantages  which  existed  in  the 
past.  The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  has  been  busy  during  the  year  testing 
drains  in  all  parts  of  the  town  where  there  was  any  defect  suspected. 
This  has  been  done  more  especially  where  any  illness  occurred  which 
might  have  been  caused  by  such  defect. 

Milk  Supply. — This  article  of  food  is  supplied  chiefly  from 
the  surrounding  districts,  and  I should  say  the  quality  is  as  satisfactory 
as  in  most  districts.  I shall  have  more  to  say  on  this  subject  when 
discussing  Tuberculosis. 

Whilst  discussing  the  question  of  foods,  I should  remind  you  of 
the  great  danger  created  by  the  careless  or  rather  non -protection  of 
various  articles  of  diet  from  flies.  Experiments  have  been  carried  out  in 
various  parts,  and  the  evidence,  which  is  very  conclusive,  is  that  flies  can 
and  do  carry  disease  both  on  their  bodies  and  in  their  intestines.  The 
consequent  thoughts  of  middens,  flies  and  food  are  not  pleasant  to  reflect 
on,  I should  be  pleased  if  the  Press  advertised  these  dangers,  so  that 
people  might  do  something  to  avoid  this  contamination  of  their  food. 

The  question  of  AYorkmen’s  Dwellings  has  come  before  your 
Council  during  the  past  year.  A number  of  plans  have  been  considered 
and  I expect  that  before  very  long  building  operations  will  be  in  full 
swing.  When  these  dwellings  are  erected  it  is  to  be  hoped  something 
will  be  done  in  the  way  of  “improvements”  to  the  Priory  Church 
Approach.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  are  fewer  houses  unoccupied 
at  the  present  than  there  have  been  for  12  or  13  years,  and  this  is 
occurring  at  a time  when  the  progress  of  building  houses  is  rapid.  The 
Borough  Surveyor  (Mr.  E.  R.  Matthews,  A.M.I.O.E.),  reports  “ The 
following  is  the  list  of  plans  passed  for  the  various  Wards  of  the 
Borough —

POPULATION. 

The  population  according  to  the  Census  is  14,334  and  this  would 
give  us  an  estimated  population  of  14,380  at  the  middle  of  the  year 
distributed  as  follows  Bridlington  Ward,  4967  ; Quay  Ward  4846  • 
and  Hilderthorpe  Ward,  4567. 


MARRIAGES. 

During  the  year  there  were  128  marriages,  as  compared  with  121 
last  year,  giving  a rate  of  16‘41  persons  married  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  In  1910,  1909  and  1908  the  rates  were  15*41.  13-09  and 
14*02  respectively. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATES. 

The  births  registered  in  the  district  number  293.  After  cor- 
rection this  was  reduced  to  289  as  against  260  last  year.  This  is  equal 
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to  an  annual  birth-rate  of  20*09  per  1,000  living.  In  1910,  1909  and 
1908  the  rates  were  16*56,  19*2,  15*9.

DEATHS  AND  DEATH-RATES. 

During  the  year  there  were  213  deaths  of  residents,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  14-81  per  1,000  living.  The  rates  for  1910,  1909  and 
1908  were  14*27,  10*8  and  14*02  respectively.  The  rates  for  the  Wards 
were  Bridlington,  19*93  ; Quay,  13*00  ; Hilderthorpe,  10*72, 
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There  were  35  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  which 
is  equal  to  an  infantile  mortality  of  121  per  1,000  registered  births. 
In  1910  it  was  115.  Circulars,  giving  advice  in  rearing  and  feeding 
children,  were  obtained  and  distributed  to  the  Medical  men  and  District 
Nurses  in  the  Borough. 


Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  : — Heart  Disease  20,  as  against 
28  in  1910  : Phthisis  and  other  Tuberculous  Diseases  17,  against  23  : 
Cancer  17,  acainst  18  ; Diseases  of  Respiratory  Organs  2(),  against  25  ; 
Senile  Decay  29,  against  25.  There  was  one  death  from  Accidents. 
Coroner’s  Inquests  numbered  15  as  against  16  last  year.

The  above  Table  shows  at  a glance  the  numbers  of  cases  notified 
during  the  past  ten  years.  It  will  be  noticed  that  1911  has  been  one  of 
the  healthiest  years,  as  far  as  Infectious  Diseases  are  concerned,  in  the 
decade. 
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In  three  years  out  of  the  ten  we  have  had  cases  of  Small-pox  in 
the  town.  For  some  considerable  time  and  more  than  once  I have  urged 
the  Sanitary  Committee  upon  the  necessity  of  providing  some  building 
for  the  prompt  isolation  of  any  case  of  Small-pox  should  it  occur  within 
our  Borough.  It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  Sanitary  Committee  have 
tried  on  several  occasions  to  find  a site  for  a Small-pox  Hospital  but 
so  far  have  failed.  At  the  time  of  the  1906  epidemic,  the  Sanatorium 
was  empty  and  the  grounds  of  that  Institution  had  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  isolating  Small-pox  patients.  During  this  period,  as  the 
Sanatorium  could  not  be  used,  several  cases  of  Diphtheria  had  to  be 
treated  at  their  own  homes.  It  does  not  need  a man  of  brains  to  com- 
prehend how  fatal  an  out-break  of  Small-pox  would  be  if  an  epidemic 
occurred  in  the  middle  of  the  Season.  The  1906  epidemic,  I might 
remind  you,  occurred  after  the  visitors  had  left  us  and  therefore  the  town 
did  not  suffer  financially.  In  a Borough  which  has  practically  no 
industry  and  exists  by  the  contributions  of  visitors,  it  appears  to  me 
suicidal  to  neglect  this  important  question.

The  Borough  Sanatorium. 

During  the  year  26  patients  were  admitted  from  the  Borough  as 
compared  with  24  the  previous  year.  From  June  Ist  to  December  31st, 
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1 3 patients  were  adiiiitted  from  the  Rural  District.  As  to  the  wisdom 
of  adraittina'  Rural  cases,  T expressed  my  opinion  in  my  last  annual 
report  and  I see  no  reason  for  altering  the  same.  Of  course,  from  a 
financial  point  of  view,  it  may  be  satisfactory,  but  that  is  not  the  only 
point  to  be  considered  in  a Health  Resort.  It  seems  necessary  to 
emphasize  my  views,  as  in  my  absence  some  members  of  the  Council 
state  that  ?io7o  I am  in  favour  of  admitting  Rural  cases. 


There  were  8 deaths  in  the  Sanatorium  during  the  year  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  (one  of  each). 


On  one  or  two  occasions  I have  pointed  out  the  great  danger 
that  existed_  by  removing,  in  an  antiquated  cab,  patients  that  were 
dangerously  ill.  I trust  that  before  very  long  an  ambulance  waggon 
will  be  purchased. 

I am  glad  that  my  suggestions  relating  to  the  extensions  at  the 
Sanatorium  is  being  considered.  As  I explained  to  you,  we  have  only 
one  ward  for  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever.  During  the  year  the  Enteric 
Ward  was  occupied  by  a woman  and  her  children.  About  the  same  time 
a man  suffering  from  the  like  disease  was  admitted  and  had  to  be  accom- 
modated in  the  Diphtheria  Ward  which  happened  to  be  empty,  i his 
meant  that  no  Diphtheria  patients  could  be  admitted.  Having  no  male 
or  female  ward  for  Diphtheria  patients  the  same  difficulty  is""  likely  to 
arise  at  some  future  date.  This  is  more  likely  to  be  the  case  as  we"  are 
taking  cases  in  from  the  Rural  District.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  who- 
ever had  to  do  with  the  planning  of  this  Sanatorium  forgot  that  patients 
of  both  sexes  would  have  to  be  admitted. 


It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  two  additional  wards  are  necessary 
to  deal  with  the  infectious  diseases  of  our  own  Borough.  Additions 
will  also  have  to  be  made  in  the  Administration  Block,  as  there  are  not 
sufficient  bedrooms  for  a staff*  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  if  the 
several  wards  were  occupied  at  the  same  time.  Such  a condition  has 
occurred  not  very  long  ago,  when  two  of  the  nurses  had  to  sleep  in  the 
Observation  Wards.  I understand  these  questions  are  receiving  your 
careful  consideration. 


The  duties  of  the  Nursing  Staff  have  been  faithfully  and 
efficiently  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Matron  (Miss  Page), 
who  spares  herself  no  trouble  to  make  the  Institution  a success-of  course 
I do  not  mean  financially,  as  I hope,  for  the  sake  of  the  town,  that 
this  never  will  be  the  case.

The  above  figures  show  that  a good  deal  of  charitable  work  is  being 
done  in  this  Institution  undei'  the  superintendence  of  the  Matron  (Miss 
Hoghton). 


St.  Anne’s  Convalescent  Home. 

Dr.  J.  Jordan  Coleman,  the  Medical  Officer  of  this  Institution, 
reports  : — 

“ The  total  number  admitted  during  1911  was  1,332,  as  against 
1,398  in  1910.”  This  is  lower  than  in  the  previous  year  on  account  of 
the  decision  of  the  Council  to  exclude  all  cases  of  Pulmonary  Phthisis. 


Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. 

During  the  year  1911  I examined  481  children  (this  number  not 
including  the  cases  of  “ following  up  ”). 

The  attendances  at  school  were  somewdiat  decreased  in  number, 
owing  to  epidemics  of  Measles,  Chicken-pox  and  Mumps. 


Tuberculosis. 

This  disease  is  now  receiving  the  attention  it  deserves.  A 
beginning  has  been  made  in  the  way  of  notification,  and  in  some  districts 
treatment  lias  been  given  to  patients  suffering  from  this  complaint.  In 
a small  Borough  sucli  as  this  it  would  be  very  expensive  to  go  in  for  a 
Sanatorium,  and  the  best  method  probably  would  be  to  have  such  an 
Institution  to  serve  for  a much  larger  district.  However  good  the 
treatment  may  be,  the  main  object  should  be  to  prevent  the  disease. 
It  is  admitted  that  there  are  throughout  the  country  a great  many  cows 
supplying  tuberculous  milk.  When  it  is  remembered  that  the  milk  from 
a herd  is  generally  mixed  together,  it  will  be  seen  that  one  tubercular 
cow  will  infect  the  whole  supply.  I am  sure  that  such  milk  is  a frequent 
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cause  of  tuberculosis.  I know  of  one  case  where  a cliild  was  fed  on  the 
milk  of  one  cow.  This  animal  was  afterwards  examined  by  a Veterinary 
Snro-eon,  who  stated  that  it  was  tnbercnlar.  That  child  is  now  suffering 
from  Tubercular  Glands  in  the  neck.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  what  a 
saving  it  would  be  to  the  country,  if  a proper  system  of  inspection  and 
registration  of  dairy  cows  were  instituted.  Surely  the  only  way  to  cope 
with  this  dreadful  disease  is  to  isolate,  as  far  as  possible,  those  infected, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  further  cases  occurring  by  the  periodical 
examination  of  milk  cows.  This  would,  of  course,  include  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Tuberculin  d'est,  as  often  the  disease  cannot  be  detected  by 
ocular  or  other  examination. 


Easton  Road  Depot. 

(The  following  Report  was  presented  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  in 

July,  1911). 

“ Report  on  the  Night-soil  Tip  in  Easton  Road,  July  25th,  1911. 
Gentlemen — As  regards  the  statement  that  the  above  is  a nuisance  and 
unsanitary,  I may  firstly^  that  I fail  to  understand  why  the  M.O.H. 
of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  should  have  gone  out  of  his  way  to  so 
severely  criticise  the  action  of  the  Borough  Sanitary  Committee. 

Secondly,  I question  the  assertion  that  there  is  a nuisance,  as 
nothing  but  clean  papers  and  card-board  are  burnt  at  the  depot,  and 
seeing  that  the  house,  from  which  the  complaint  comes,  is  about  half  a 
mile  away  from  the  same,  I fail  to  see  how  it  can  be  a cause  of  annoy- 
ance to  anyone.  I may  say  we  have  no  complaints  from  other  cottages 
w’hich  are  much  nearer  to  the  depot.  (These  are  not  a quarter  mile 
distant).  As  to  the  danger  of  pollution  of  tlie  Rural  Distinct  portion 
of  the  stream  (Gipsy  Race),  I am  of  opinion  that  such  does  not  exist, 
and  I would  further  remind  you  that  the  whole  length  of  the  stream 
involved  in  this  question  (so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  Rural  D.  Council), 
is  not  very  much  over  100  yards  and  there  are  no  houses  near.  Most  of 
you  will  remember,  that  not  very  long  ago  obnoxious  refuse  (including 
fish)  was  deposited  and  left  for  a considerable  time  in  a field  adjoining 
this  stream.  This  was  in  the  Rural  District  and  although  much  nearer 
to  the  house  from  wffiich  the  present  complaint  comes  it  w^as  tolerated. 

Finally,  I may  add  that  if  there  were  to  be  any  additional 
pollution  of  the  stream,  the  Borough  will  be  the  one  to  suffer  and  not 
the  Rural  District.  I say  ‘‘  additional,”  because  it  is  well-known  and 
has  to  be  admitted  by  the  M.O.H.  for  the  Rural  District,  that  there  is 
a great  amount  of  pollution  of  tfie  stream  occurring  in  the  Rural 
District.

Since  this  Report  was  presented,  every  precaution  has  been  taken 
to  minimise  any  nuisance  if  any  existed.  How  smells  can  escape  tlirongh 
about  six  inches  of  soil  which  covers  the  refuse,  it  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand. I have  visited  the  site  on  several  occasions  and  on  one  occasion 
the  whole  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  was  present.  As  the  members  of 
this  Committee  remained  for  a considerable  time  on  the  middle  of  the 
deposits,  it  is  quite  evident  they  did  not  notice  anything  objectionable. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  several  complaints  made  about 
the  smells  caused  by  the  “ Donkey  Stands.”  There  was  some  justifica- 
tion for  these  complaints,  and  the  Committee  have  taken  such  steps  as 
will  abate  the  nuisance. 


I cannot  conclude  my  Report  without  expressing  my  appreciation 
of  the  services  rendered  for  the  Borough  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
(Mr.  Grunwell). 

Lastly,  I have  pleasure  in  tendering  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  courtesey  and 
consideration  shown  to  me  at  all  times  during  the  past  year.

The  duties  which  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  Sanitary  inspector  are 
multifarious,  and  dining  the  year,  so  far  as  I am  aware,  no  particular 
branch  has  been  neglected  at  the  expense  of  others.

HISTORY  OF  PRIORY  APPROACH  TRUSTEES’  PROPERTY. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1908,  a Report  was  presented  to 
the  Sanitary  Committee  specifying  a number  of  houses  both  in  Kirkgate 
and  Cemetery  Road  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  Committee 
visited  the  property  and  agreed  that  those  particularly  specified  in 
Cemetery  Road  should  be  closed.  This  decision  was  communicated  to 
the  owners,  who  offered  the  property,  along  with  other  properties  in  the 
vicinity,  to  the  Council  for  sale.  A scheme  of  street  improvement  was 
submitted  to  the  L.G.B  , who  would  not  sanction  a loan  for  that  purpose. 
So  far  as  I can  gather,  three  or  four  of  these  houses  were  closed  at  the 
time. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1910,  a Report  on  the  Common  Lodging- 
Houses  was  submitted  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  and  during  the  early 
part  of  1911  another  Report  on  certain  properties  was  presented  to  the 
Committee.  This  led  the  Committee  to  visit  practically  the  whole  of 
the  property  owned  by  the  Trustees.  At  the  following  meeting  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  one  of  the  Trustees  attended.  The  outcome  of  the 
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interview  was  a letter  addressed  to  the  Agent  of  the  Trustees  on  the 
27th  April,  1911.  After  pointing  out  the  nuisances  existing  on  the 
premises,  the  letter  went  on  to  say  : “ Having  regard  to  the  interview 
of  Mr.  Harland  with  the  members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  they  are 
willing,  however,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  letting  any  alterations 
stand  in  abeyance  to  the  premises  you  intend  to  demolish  if  you  will 
specify  such  premises,  and  give  an  undertaking  in  writing  to  demolish 
them  within  the  next  twelve  months.  I shall  therefore  be  pleased  if  you 
will  lay  the  matter  before  the  Trustees  and  write  me  before  the  20th 
May.

The  following  reply  was  received  : — 

“ We  are  now  authorised  by  the  Trustees  whom  we  have  seen 
after  your  letter  of  the  27th  April,  to  give  an  undertaking  to  demolish 
the  premises  belonging  to  them  within  the  next  eighteen  months  ; this 
applies  to  the  Bayle  Gate  houses,  the  houses  on  the  East  side  of  Kirkgate 
and  the  South  side  of  Cemetery  Road.  We  apprehend,  therefore,  that 
the  Committee  will  not  pass  the  alterations  referred  to  in  your  letter.

The  above  letter  was  read  to  the  Committee  at  their  meeting  on 
the  20th  June,  when  I was  instructed  to  reply  to  same  as  follows  : — 

“ Adverting  to  your  letter  of  the  14th  re  above,  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  in  view  of  the  undertaking  given  therein,  ‘ that  the  property 
will  be  demolished  within  18  months,’  have  agreed  not  to  press  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  work  specified  in  the  letter  to  Mr.  T.  Hermon,  dated 
27th  April,  1911,  with  respect  to  the  property  in  Bayle  Gate,  East  side 
of  Kirkgate  and  South  side  of  Cemetery  Boad.  I assume  that  you  will 
carry  out  the  work  on  the  other  premises  that  does  not  come  within  this 
scheme,  that  is,  on  the  North  side  of  Cemetery  Road,  and  the  West  side 
of  Kirkgate.

Solicitors. 

At  the  Council  Meeting  held  on  December  20th,  1911,  the 
following  special  resolution  was  passed  : — 

“ That  in  view  of  the  impossibility  of  completing  the  Housing 
Scheme  in  sufficient  time  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  tenants  in 
the  Houses  in  Bayle  Gate,  Kirkgate  and  Cemetery  Road,  with  respect  to 
which  the  Sanitary  Committee  has  obtained  an  undertaking  that  the 
same  will  be  pulled  down,  the  Owners  of  such  houses  be  requested  not 
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to  proceed  with  the  work  of  demolition  until  June  30th,  1913,  or  such 
earlier  date  as  the  houses  proposed  to  be  erected  by  the  Council  are  fit 
for  habitation  and  that  all  notices  served  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in 
relation  to  the  property  in  question  be  withdrawn  or  be  not  enforced 
until  the  before  mentioned  date.” 

Whether  this  resolution  is  in  the  best  interest  of  public  health 
or  not,  time  alone  will  tell,  for  when  one  considers  that  12  months  had 
yet  to  elapse  before  these  premises  were  to  be  demolished,  the  Council 
have  sufficient  time  to  brino;  forth  a building  scheme  and  have  the 
necessary  number  of  houses  built,  especially  seeing  that  the  Sanitary 
Committee  are  ready  with  several  schemes  to  bring  before  the  Council. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.

These  houses  have  been  visited  regularly,  and  have  always  been 
found  in  a clean  condition. 

Adverting  to  my  last  Report  on  Common  Lodging  Houses, 
several  of  the  nuisances  mentioned  therein  have  been  abated.  Nothing 
has  been  done  at  the  first  mentioned,  owing  to  it  being  one  of  the  houses 
scheduled  to  be  demolished.  The  Agent  informs  me  that  it  is  their 
intention  of  converting  35,  37,  Cemetery  Road  into  two  private  houses. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection. 

29  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  notified  to  me  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  26  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  and 
three  were  nursed  at  home.  Most  of  these  cases  were  removed  during 
tlie  evening,  and  the  infected  rooms  and  clothing  were  disinfected 
immediately  after  removal.  All  cases  that  are  nursed  at  home  are 
visited  at  frequent  intervals,  in  order  to  see  that  the  patients  are  being 
kept  properly  isolated,  and  proper  precautions  are  taken  against  the 
spread  of  disease.  When  certified  to  be  free  from  infection  the 
rooms  and  clothing  are  then  disinfected  and  instructions  are  given  for 
the  walls  to  be  stripped,  ceilings  lime-washed,  and  floors  scrubbed. 
Visits  are  paid  to  see  that  these  instructions  are  carried  out. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

During  the  year  these  premises  have  been  visited  periodically, 
and  have,  as  a general  rule,  been  found  satisfactory,  and  the  conditions 
under  which  most  of  the  employees  work  with  regard  to  light  and  venti- 
lation are  all  that  could  be  desired.

1904,  has  been  closed. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

During  the  year  127  visits  have  been  paid  to  Cowsheds  and  the 
premises  of  purveyors  of  Milk.  Three  Cowsheds  were  found  in  a dirty 
condition,  and  on  two  occasions  pigs  were  found  to  be  kept  in  cowsheds. 
One  cowshed  was  re-drained  and  floors  repaired.  One  complaint  was 
received  with  regard  to  dirty  milk.  Although  the  farm  was  outside  the 
Borough  area,  I visited  and  found  everything  in  a clean  condition. 
Theie  weie  about  two  gallons  of  milk  in  the  dairy  but  no  sediment  was 
found  at  the  bottom  of  the  can,  and  I came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
milk  had  been  contaminated  at  the  consumer’s  own  house.  I find  there 
are  many  householders  who  do  not  pay  the  necessary  attention  they 
should  do  with  regard  to  the  storage  of  milk.  One  often  sees  it  left  on 
the  table,  or  on  a sideboard  in  the  scullery  where  all  the  dirty  work  is 
done,  and  very  often  all  the  cooking  as  well.  Under  these  conditions  milk 
cannot  be  kept  clean  nor  will  it  keep  nearly  so  long  as  if  it  were  put  in 
a well  ventilated  dairy.  Although  the  collecting  and  distribution  of 
milk  is  not  all  that  could  be  desired,  there  is  gross  negligence  displayed 
by  many  of  the  householders. 
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Samples. 

Eighteen  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  ; of  these,  seven  were 
sent  to  the  analyst,  who  reported  that  with  one  exception,  all  the  samples 
were  of  good  quality.  The  other  Report  was  as  follows  : —

Calculated  from  the  sale  of  milk  regulations,  this  sample  contains 
4*7  per  cent,  of  added  water,  but  in  order  to  allow  for  natural  variations 
that  may  take  place  in  the  composition  of  milk,  it  is  very  undesirable  to 
take  proceedings  if  the  quantity  of  added  water  does  not  exceed  five  per- 
cent. 

In  view  of  this  Repo]-t  the  Sanitai-y  Committee  instructed  the 
Town  Clerk  to  write  a letter  of  warning  to  the  vendor. 

Eleven  of  the  samples  wei-e  taken  with  a view  of  ascertaining 
the  amount  of  dirt  contained  therein,  and  all  the  samples  w’cre  of  a very 
clean  nature. 

The  following  samples  have  also  been  taken  within  your  area, 
for  wdiich  particulars  and  remarks  1 have  to  thank  the  Chief  Constable 
of  the  East  Riding  County  Council.

All  the  above  samples  were  reported  genuine  wfith  the  exception 
of  ojie  sample  of  Mercury  Ointment,  which,  on  analysis  was  found  to  be 
Gl-3  per  cent,  deficient  in  amount  of  Mercury  as  required  by  the 
lO’itish  Rharmacopoeia.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  \ endor  and 
lie  was  fined  lOs.  and  3s.  costs.  Also  one  sample  of  New  Milk,  which, 
on  analysis,  was  found  .32  3 iier  cent,  deficient  in  amount  of  milk  fat  as 
per  standard  in  I5oard  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Regulations.

'riiere  are  20  Slanirhterlionses  witliiii  the  lh)roa(>:h,  to  which  397 
visits  h:ive  been  paid,  d'liese  visits  have  been  paid  both  duriii.i^  the  day 
and  in  the  evening-s,  and  with  two  exceptions,  no  case  of  any  diseased 
meat  was  seen  on  the  pix'inises.  One  slangditerlionse  has  been  polled 
down  and  a license  gi-anted  to  another  bnilding  in  the  vicinity  ; the 
slangiiteiiionse  refen-ed  to  is  behind  21,  High  Street.  A slanghterhonse 
oh  Piince  Street,  which  had  not  been  in  use  foi-  a period  of  12  months, 
has  again  been  occupied  during  the  sninmeix  When  commencing  to  nse 
the.se  premises  the  owner  applied  for  a license,  and,  as  you  are"" aware, 
you  decided  not  to  gi-ant  the  license.  The  premises  were  continued  as  a 
slaughterhouse  and  you  decided  to  prosecute.  When  the  case  appeared 
before  the  magistrates  the  solicitor  for  the  defendant  pointed  out  that  the 
premises  had  been  in  use  as  a slaughterhouse  for  upwards  of  200  years, 
and  that  the  owners  had  spent  £80  in  repaii’s  on  the  premises  so  recently 
as  three  years  ago,  at  the  direction  of  the  Council.  The  solicitor  also 
argued  that  although  the  premises  had  been  unlet,  they  had  never  been 
used  for  any  other  kind  of  business  ; therefore,  according  to  the  Act. 
they  had  been  continually  used  as  a slaughterhouse.  “If,”  argued  the 
solicitor,  “ these  premises  had  been  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  a 
slaughterhouse,  the  owner  would  then  have  lost  his  rights,  but  as  it  had 
only  been  unoccupied  he  did  not  lose  the  right  of  slaughtering.”  The 
magistrates  concurred  and  dismissed  the  case.  ^ ^ 

On  six  occasions  slaughterhouses  were  found  in  a dirty  condition 
but  were  cleansed  either  on  written  or  verbal  notice  being  given.  One 
notice  has  been  served  for  reconstruction  which  is  being  ^carried  out  at 
the  present  time.

Several  steamships,  sailiiis^  vessels,  and  fishing  boats  have  been 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  were  found  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
No  cholera  contacts  were  reported  during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

Smoke  Observations, 

Seventeen  observations  of  one  hour  each  arid  many  others  of  less 
duration  have  been  made.  Owijig  to  the  amount  of  black  smoke  being 
emitted  from  one  of  the  laundry  chimneys,  tbe  Town  Clerk  was  instructed 
by  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  write  the  occupier  informing  him  “ that 
legal  proceedings  would  be  taken  if  better  results  were  not  obtained.” 
Although  this  brought  about  an  improvement,  I am  of  opinion  that  the 
improvement  is  only  of  a temporary  nature,  and  during  the  next  summer 
the  nuisance  will  be  as  bad  as  heretofore.  In  connection  with  bake- 
houses, there  are  many  old  flash  ovens  in  existence,  which  are  a source 
of  nuisance  during  the  sumnner  months.  These  ovens  are  heated  with 
coa]  fires.  Firing  is  continually  kept  up  until  the  required  temperature 
is  obtained,  which  takes  from  one  and  half  to  two  hours,  and  during  all 
this  time  black  smoke  is  emitted  from  the  chimneys.  During  the  process 
of  baking  no  stoking  can  take  place,  and  the  temperature  of  the  oven 
gradually  goes  down.  In  the  height  of  the  season  when  baking  has  to  be 
continued  during  the  whole  of  tbe  day,  it  is  necessary  to  set  the  fires  going  a 
second  time,  to  again  get  up  the  required  temperature  which  is  usually 
about  1 1 o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  wTen  black  masses  of  smoke  are  again 
poured  forth.  If  the  bakers  would  use  a mixture  of  coal  and  coke,  I 
am  convinced  the  nuisance  would  be  abated  in  a large  degree,  but  they 
inform  me  it  would  take  too  long  a period  to  get  up  tbe  required  heat  by 
this  method.  This  nuisance  should  be  remedied,  and  if  the  bakers  do 
not  try  to  remedy  it,  it  will  be  tbe  Council’s  duty  to  compel  them  to 
do  so. 


Offensive  Trades. 

These  consist  of  two  fellmongers,  one  tripe  boiler,  one  gut  scraper, 
and  a manure  manufacturer,  d’bey  have  been  visited  on  many  occasions 
and  are  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Only  one  complaint  was  received 
during  the  year,  and  altbough  no  ill  effects  proceeded  from  it,  if  im- 
mediate steps  bad  not  been  taken,  it  might  have  proved  a very  serious 
nuisance. 

It  appears  that  at  tbe  manure  works  a cargoe  of  bones  bad  been 
delivered,  and  bad  been  stored  under  one  of  tbe  railway  arches  near  tbe 
works.  These  bones  bad  only  been  stored  theie  about  a fortnight,  and 
during  this  short  time  thousands  of  brown  beetles  were  to  be  seen 
swarming  on  tbe  walls  of  tlie  arches  and  a few  were  to  be  seen  on  the 
road,  and  as  these  beetles  possessed  wings  they  would  soon  have  been  all 
over  tbe  town.  Tbe  Medical  Officer  and  myself  visited  tbe  works,  and 
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knowino-  the  serious  effect  that  would  arise  if  not  dealt  with  promptly, 
we  consulted  with  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee.  We  again  visited  the  works  and  interviewed  the  owner, 
who,  acting  on  our  advice,  decided  to  wall  up  the  arch  in  brickwork  and 
motar.  This  he  did  immediately.  The  outside  walls  of  the  arches  were 
then  swept  and  washed  v ith  a disinfectant,  and  what  threatened  to  be  a 
very  serious  nuisance  was  averted. 

Vans  used  as  Dwellings. 

During  the  Annual  Fair  which  is  held  in  October,  the  showmen’s 
dwelling-vans  wei*e  visited  daily.  They  were  all  found  in  a clean 
condition,  in  fact  some  were  like  miniature  palaces,  everything  being  so 
bright  and  clean. 


Ice  Cream  Vendors. 

These  places  were  visited  regularly  during  the  summer  months, 
and  credit  is  due  to  these  persons  for  the  clean  condition  in  which  they 
keep  their  premises.  The  floors  and  all  utensils  are  cleansed  daily.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  method  of  retailing  this  article  is  on  a more  hygienic 
principle  than  obtained  formerly,  when  it  was  served  out  in  small  glasses. 
These  glasses  as  a rule  were  not  washed  out  from  day  to  day,  but  only 
dipped  into  water  of  a doubtful  quality,  and  then  filled  up  again  for  the 
next  person  who  came  forward.  By  the  method  now  adopted  all  risk  of 
infection  is  obviated  and  it  would  be  pleasing  to  see  several  other  old 
methods  brought  up  to  date,  for  instance,  the  Communion  Cup  and  the 
Drinking  Fountain. 


House  Scavenging. 

3839  loads  of  nightsoil  and  dry  ashes,  434  loads  of  paper,  99 
loads  of  fish,  and  114  loads  of  refuse  from  the  screen  chambers  have 
been  collected  and  removed  during  the  year.  Total  number  of  loads 
4486.  From  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  6th  of  June,  the  old 
method  of  disposal  continued,  that  is  to  say,  tipping  on  fields  in  various 
parts  of  the  town  and  at  White  Hill  Depot.  Owing  to  the  fear  of 
contaminating  the  water  supply  the  depot  at  the  White  Hill  was  closed 
Another  drawback  to  this  tip  was  that  it  was  too  near  the  road.  There 
were  also  numerous  complaints  with  regard  to  depositing  the  refuse  in 
the  different  fields,  and  under  these  circumstances  the  Council  thought 
it  advisable  to  buy  a plot  of  land  on  the  out-skirts  of  the  Borough  to  be 
used  as  a refuse  depot. 

We  commenced  using  this  new  depot  for  the  purpose  of  tipping 
refuse  on  the  6th  of  June.  Every  care  has  been  taken  so  that  it  should 
not  be  a nuisance,  and  nothing  is  burnt  there  except  clean  paper  which  is 
collected  from  shops,  this  paper  is  collected  separately  from  the  refuse  All 
the  paper  and  rubbish  that  is  collected  by  the  ash  carts  is  covered  over  by 
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the  heavier  refuse,  tlien  the  wliole  is  covered  with  a layer  of  soil  about 
six  inches  thick.  Despite  all  these  precautions,  complaints  have 
constantly  been  made  with  regard  to  the  tip.  In  fact  one  serious  com- 
plaint was  made  before  any  refuse  was  tipped  there,  and  many  of  the 
complaints  have  since  come  from  the  same  source.  0 her  complaints 
from  different  sources  have  also  been  made.  During  the  past  year  an 
attempt  was  made  to  dispose  of  the  paper  by  sending  it  away  to  old 
paper  buyers.  After  two  or  three  consignments  were  sent  the  dealers 
declined  to  take  any  more,  owing  to  the  heavy  charge  for  carriage  and 
the  alteration  of  prices  in  the  paper  market.  We  therefore  had  to  resort 
to  the  old  method  of  burning  it.  181  new  ashes  bins  have  been  provided. 

General. 

With  regard  to  the  “ Slipway  ” pump  that  is  being  repaired  at 
the  present  time,  the  following  (which  is  an  extract  from  the  Annual 
Deport  of  the  late  Dr.  Denton,  M.O.H.)  may  be  interesting  : — 

“ The  tidal  spring  which  furnishes  water  of  rare  excellence  is  one 
of  the  main  arteries  for  the  deep  drainage  of  a district  East  of  the  Wold 
Ridge,  and  extending  North  about  as  far  as  ^peeton.  One  of  the  out- 
lets of  the  spring  being  off  Hornsea,  60  to  100  yards  below  low  water 
mark.  Its  water  is  not  only  unsurpassed  for  drinking  purposes,  but  is 
also  most  suitable  for  washing  with  ; its  specific  gravity  being  only  1001, 
very  little  above  that  of  distilled  water  which  is  1000.  According  to  an 
analysis  made  by  Mr.  Hume,  of  Long  Acre,  the  solid  constituents  in  a 
gallon  of  it  are  : — 

Carbonate  of  Lime  9'625  grains 

Muriate  of  Lime  ...  ...  ...  3*750  ,, 

Silica  and  traces  of  Oxide  of  Iron  0*125  ,, 

13*500  grains. 

A gallon  of  it  contains  about  17  cubic  inches  of  carbonic  acid  gas.” 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Committee,  the 
M.O.H.  and  other  Officials  for  their  courtesy  and  support  in  helping  me 
to  carry  out  iny  duties.
